‘THE MADIAI MEETING. 
IN BEHALF OF RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 


An immense concourse of people as- 


sembled at Metropolitan Hall in New 
York on the evening of Jan. 7th, for the 
purpose of expressing the sympathy of 
the Christian community, and of the 
friends of religious liberty, with the 
Madiai family and others, imprisoned 
in the Grand Duchy of ‘Tuscany for pos- 
sessing and reading the Holy Scriptures, 
and to consider what measures might be 
taken for the relief of their sufferings, 
and for their release from imprisonment. 
The Mayor of New York presided, as- 
sisted by several vice-presidents. A large 
number of distinguished men were on 
the platform. The speaking was of the 
hightest order, eloquent, and most ef- 
fective’ in its influence upon the vast 
crowd assembled in the largest hall in 
the country, 

Rev. Dr. Baird in behalf of the com- 
mittee of arrangements, made a state- 
ment of the cruelties inflicted upon cer- 
tain christians in ‘Tuscany for the crime 
of Protestantism, for reading the word 
of God and believing in its precious 
truths. Sig. Madiai has been condemn- 
ed to fifty-six months, and his wife to 
forty months imprisonment at hard labor, 
and not in the same penetentiary, but in 
establishments fifty miles apart. ‘The 
cruel bigotry of this Duke and his priest- 
ly satellites, has called forth carnest pro- 
testations, from large bodies of Christ- 
ians in different parts of Europe, but as 
yet allin vain. Men distinguished for 
their piety and social position have gone 
to Florence, to sue for the clemency of 
the Grand Duke, and were refused a per- 
sonal interview with him ! 

The New York Observer speaking of 
the meeting, says,“ we have heard but 
one objection made to it. It is said 
by some it was too anti-pope- 
ry; that it should have been so con- 
ducted that Romanists as well as Prot- 
estants might in the whole 
proceedings. ‘To this we reply, that a 
meeting in behalf of religious liberty is 
necessarily an anti-popery meeting, and 
to make it otherwise to please the weaker 
brethren would be as absurd as to per- 
form the play of Hamlet, the part of 
Hamlet being omitted ‘ by special re- 
quest.’ There is no other opposition to 
religious liberty on all the earth, but in 
those lands where Popery rules with its 
rod of steel.

The plea is often urged by those who trade on 
the Sabbath, that their business would materially 
suffer if their shops were closed on that day. 
¢ Allowing this to be the case, still the plea is 
unworthy of an honorable and upright man, who 
should be unwilling to throw contempt upon the 
Sabbath and demoralize society for the mere 
purpose of private gain. He would not consent 
to thrive at the expense of the good morals and 
best interests of the community areund him. 
_ Whatever was injurious to the latter he would 
not tolerate though it brought great gains to his 
own pocket. A base and selfish person, of 
course, would be governed by no such consider- 
ations. His motto would be ‘myself and my 
profits—let society take care of itself” 

But this plea of self interest however un- 
worthy. is really an unsound one. It is not true. 
and never will be, that any one’s condition is 
really benefitted by the violation of any rule of 
right, by the neglect of any law which Infinite 
Wisdom has provided for the control of our eon- 
duct. In our short-sightedness we may think fora 
while that this Wisdom has certainly failed us. 
and that it is best for us to act in’ contravention 
of some of its rules. But our error we are not 
long in discovering. and any sane mind that has 
not been given over to utter blindness. will 
come to this conclusion at last, that God in all 
things is wiser than man. and we had_ best 
follow His directions as revealed in His word. 
under all circumstances, rather than follow our 
own counter inclinations. 

We are led to these remarks by the perusal 
of a letter received from a large mining town in 
the interior, in which the writer alludes to the 
benefits that have already resulted to the com- 


» munity from a better observance of the Sabbath. 


He states moreover a fact su pertinent to these 
times, that we hope it will have its due weight 
uport all minds affected rather by the policy 
argument than by any moral considerations.

who has the work for sale in this city. As the 
study of the Chinese languaze has awakened a 
considerable dezree of interest in our commu- 
nity, we have no doubt but that this work, which 
appears to have been prepared with much re- 
search, care and labor, will prove a valuable ac- 
quisition to those anxious to acquire a know- 
ledge of it. The work, in addition to its merits 
as an aid to acquiring a knowledge of the Jan- 
guage, is of itself curious, and will form a valu- 
able addition to the library zenerally. It is pre- 
faced with a list of philological works in the 
Chinese, and one. of the principal translations 
from that language.

Thus it was. as we have feebly attempted to 
recount it. from ten in the morning until six in 
the morning: eight long, long hours, in which 
were concentered the struggles of an ordinary 
lifetime. 

Of the male passengers on board we have 
spoken but incidentally. We are of them, and 
let that be the reason why we refrain from 
lengthened remark. We saw several faint and 
swooning from hard and lengthened labor. We 
saw some who vied with the most stalwart and 
hardest sailor in the very jaws of peril: some 
who with the sailor entered the hole below, and 
who were carried up. stricken down with ex- 
haustion and the deadly poison. In one word 
every man did his duty and some even more. 

The officers of our magnificent} craft! What 
terms shal] we use to express our admiration of 
them! Our captain, Nathaniel Webber, was 
as placid as though like the petrel he had been 
born in the wild tornado. and as if this were his 
home’ Serene and kindly was he, as when ad- 
ministering the cooling draught to the fevered 
friend—the post he fills so well. Every issue 
Was met at the right instant: every emergency 
Was anticipated : every patuic fled as it gazed on 


his unfaltering countenance. 


Thus too with the first: officer. E. W. Smith. 
right wallantly he threw himself among the fore- 
most in the teeth of the devouring enemy. And 
when his brave:spirit hatl well nigh fled’ and 
his arm palsied in forcing the very breach: we 
were witness to the solicitude he showed for 
those who had shared with him the perils of the 
hottest hour of the long strife. when his words 
died away inarticulate on his paralized tonene— 
* Never mind me. there are some below worse off 
than Lam—brne them up 

But were we to particularize each separate 
deed that deserves its page in history, we would 
filla volume. Nor would we be thought invid- 
lous In not continuing our detail down through 
every vrade of officers to the lowest subordinate. 
Most of us were witnesses to their unflinching 
valor; and their embalmed deeds have an en- 
during monument in the heart of every one who 
saw the repeated. and still repeated attack, that 
would not quail though every forked flame a 
Hydra’s tongue. and every hot air stream the 
breath of a pestolence, as indeed it was. We 
know that we utter the honest opinion of every 
soul on board when we say that we wouli trust 
all our earthly interest without reservation. and 
our lives, under God. to our officers’ keeping to 
the uttermost ends of the earth. 

A scene has transpired since the events de- 
scribed which we linger. with delighted feeling. 
still to note. The Sabbath day (Dee. 5.) follow- 


ed the frightful) Saturday of these dreadful 
scenes. It was a day of restindeed. The night 


had been one of watching: and nearly every 
soul on board stayed on deck, catching hasty 
naps as they could, or walking about through all 
the dark watches. We felt somewhat as thouch 
we rested on a smothered voleano. It the med- 
itations of our heart were not right in the sight 
of God on that Sabbath day, we are to be pitied 
To be undevout, ungrateful at such a time, for 


could scarce conceive a lower depth. The mind 
that could not recognise the finger of God in our 
preservation, and turn devoatly to Him, in heart- 
felt thanksgiving must be lost to every emotion 
that allies the soul to the Being who gave it— 
Attentive worshippers there were at the public 
services of that day. / 

Monday followed. All the ship's company. 
officers. crew and passengers, were called aft, 
where they assembled, a silent and expectant 
throng. Our captain stood in the midst: orders. 
were given to the helmsman to keep the ship 
“ steady. steady ho! to the wind!” Then with 
head bare, our commander expressed his hearty 
gratification in his crew, and passengers ; and 
paid well merited compliment to their selt-pos- 
session and bravery in the midst of perils past. 

He then alluded to the rumors that were or 
might be afloatin relation to the situation of 
the ship: as to her sea-worthiness, or her inca- 
pacity to proceed to her place of destination 
without putting into some port before reaching 
Cape Horn. 

Our commander here recounted some facts in 
his history as reasons for our entire confidence 
in his experience and skill. He had followed 
the sea for nearly half a century—had served in 
every capacity, on every ocean; had commenc- 
ed acabin boy, had been a cook: had served 
before the mast some ten years; had been boat- 
swain, third mate, second mate, first officer and 
commander: had gone back, served as second 


~matre, first mate and captain again; had again 


retraced his steps. and again and again: and 
was now commander of the Trade Wind. He 
had been selected for the post by the under- 
writers as well as the owners of the vessel, and 
was determined not to betray his trust should 
every soul on board rise up against him. He 
trusted there was but one Being in the Universe 
he feared, and that was his God. He was a me- 


ship: had been a farmer; was now a sailor; 
had been to China a score of times ; had doubled 
Cape Horn and cireumnavigated the globe as 
captain of the first class ships ; had confidence 
in himself’ under God that he could do all that 
would ensure the safety of the ship and cargo, 
and every human being on board. He proclaim- 
ed himself the supreme power on board the ves- 
sel. to order all things for what he deemed the 
best interest of all: he had as much at stake as 
any soul on board ; beside which he had te stand 
between underwriters, owners and freighters : 
he felt the responsibility and delicacy of his po- 
sition, and knew that a false move on his part 
might involve much ruin. He would carefully 
weizh all the circumstances : critically examine 
the cargo; and if he felt it his duty he would 
put into Rio Janeiro, or if otherwise, he would 
proceed onward around Eape Horn, let who 
might oppose. 

During the course of his remarks our captain 
sincerely announced himself a religions man.— 
Addressing himself to the sailors more particu- 
larly, he gave them sterling religions advice.

rescued us from devouring flames, but to lay a 
sacred fire on the altars of our hearts, that like 
the Orient worshipers, we shall deem it sacrilege.

CoveLanp, Puget Sound, Jan. 7, 1843. 
Mr. Eprror.—Drak Sin: 

Having passed a couple of days at Olympia, 
we availed ourselves of the first private convey- 
ance there being none public, to proceed down 
the Sound, whose shores on either side were 
covered with heavy dark forests, with scarcely 
any openings until we reached Nisqually, at 
which place the Hudson Bay Company has a 
Trading Post, and an extensive farm, we learned 
that the herd of cattle owned by this company, 
and ranging about its vrounds could be number- 
ed by thousands, and its sheep by tens of thou- 
sands, and that its trade here with the Indians 
was of large amount. This trade is very much 
facilitated by the cireumstanee that there is a 
fixed price for each article on sale, which being 
well known to the purchaser, all the chaffering 
and bargaming so common im civilized commu- 
nities is avoided, and seller and purchaser come 
directly to the point without any waste of words, 
—how much ill feeling would be saved was 
this practice wuversal. There is one other 
much abused race of men—known to the writer 
—among whom this direct system of trade is 
general. Whoever goes through a Turkish-bazaar 
to make purchase of an article, after having 
called for it, and obtained its price, may then 
make every objection he can think of, and pour 
out volumes of words, to urge the turbaned shop- 
keeper to abate on his price, but the only reply 
he will receive is ~ there isdhe article you called 
for and this isits price, if they both suit you, I 
shall be happy to sell to you, if not there are 
other shops where you can seek it.” The cattle 
reared by the H. B. Company at the Nisqually 


{| farm are said to be of Mexican breed. and not 


remarkable for strength or docility, yet as they 
are doubtless capable of being broken and train- 
ed to the cart and to the plough, it is most provi- 
dential that there is this resource, to which the 
emigrant may turn to obtain a supply, and thus 
in part repair the losses he has suffered conse- 
nent ou the “great amont of. snow and unusual 
oat of eald which has characterised the 
present winter,—and the prices demanded by 
Doct. Twomly, the Company's Agent here, are 
said to be very reasonable when compared to 
the prices current at the settlements in the Ter- 
ritory. this gentleman’s course of trade must 
give very general satisfaction. as he is spoken 
of with great respect by all those who know 
him. 
Continuing our way down the Sound, the next 
sizus we saw of habitation were on a slightly 
projecting peint named Steilacoom, where we 
found only some 4 or 5 buildings, yet it has be- 
come a place of considerable business through 


the activity of a trading house established there, 


which dispatches frequent cargoes of timber to 
your market. In its neighborhood is the resi- 
dence of the Indian Agent, also the U. 8. bar- 
racKs garrisoned by a small company of sol- 
diers. 

_ We thence continued our way some 25 miles. 
Yeaving one or two large Islands on our left, 
stopping at a point of land that bounds the 
southern side of a wide bay, which receives the 
waters ©f the Du-wamps river. On this point is 
a very cORspicuous and somewhat remarkable 
natural movad of table land, of some sixty feet 
elevation and some thirty rods long, and which 
if in the possession of a gentleman of good taste, 
is capable of being made a delightful residence. 
On the bottom land skirting the northern and 
bay side of this mound, is a small trading post 
where stand 3 or 4 buildings. dignified with the 
aspiring name of New York. On the opposite 
side of the bay are several families occupying 
good timber claims, and as the shores converge 
towards the delta of the Du-wamps, just at the 
head of the deep navigable waters of the bay‘ 
five miles from New York is a beautiful penin- 
sula of some twenty five acres or more, most 
admirably located for a town site, for which it 
has been surveyed, the proprietor having.in the 
exercise of great good taste, given it the Rame 
“ Seattle,” it being that of the chief of the In- 
dian tribe residing on those waters. 

Two miles above Seattle, the Du-wamps finds 
its way into the bay, coursing between and 
round several low Islands which have been 
formed by the soil its waters have brought down 
and here deposited for its own obstruction. We 
were told that the river is the natural outlet of a 


large quiet lake, which discharges its waters 


print, and a strict rendering of the account of 


fifteen miles up this stream, supplying a large 
water power, 5 and thence extends thirty miles oF 
more into interior, having its shores “lined 
with many thousands of acres of the very best 
of soil. Wéewere shown some potatoes of great 
size and @xéellent flavor, which were raised on 
the banks of the river by the rude husbandry of 
the natives, and if these and some freshly 
gathered whortleberries. which were given us— 
it being the middle of October, are any eviden- 
ces of a fertile soil and accommodating climate, 
we think a person need ask for none more gen- 
erous. | 

The prairies bordering the lake and river are 
very sparsely settled, the far greater part of this 
excellent region yet remaining open to the emi- 
grant ; we are told of one gentleman who located 
a farm some few miles up this river but a year 
since, who has now quite an orchard coming 
rapidly forward. The lake and river offer such 
facilities for communication with the interior, 
that one must think, that the commercial empo- 
rium of the Sound will find its place somewhere 
on these waters. Salmon are here found in 


vreat abundance. |

Three ocean Steamers. left this port on Tues- 
day the Ist instant—two bound for Panama and 
one for San Juan Del Sud—the Pacilie Mail 
Steamer Oregon, the Wintield Scott of the New 
York and San Francisco Line add the 8. §. 
Lewis of the Vanderbilt Line. These Steamers 
carried a large number of passengers for the 
States. Over two millions of dollars in gold dust 
was shipped by our banking and business 
houses. 


The opening or in the more fashionable pharse 
of the moderns, “ the inauguration” of the reoms4 
of the Mercantile Library Association on Tues- 
day evening, was quite a feature in the history 
of San Francisco, and we hail this event as the 
harbinger of much good. The exercises which 
took place at the Baptist church on Stockton 
Street, consisted of a dedicatory address by Mr. 
Crockett, and a poem by E. J.C. Kewen. The 
wuldress of Mr. Crockett. which gave brief re- 
capitulation of the rise and rapid — progress of 
California, was mainly devoted to recounting the 
manifold advantages—the refining and moraliz- 
ing influence which such an institution as that 
just founded was destined to exert. It wasa 
sensible and appropriate discourse. The poem 
by Mr. Kewen, which possessed the merit of. 
brevity—which is the soul of poetical addresses, 
ax well as of wit—contained many tine poetical 
ideas. After the conclusion of these exercises, 
npon the motion of the president. a majority of 
those present adjourned to the Library Rooms, 
in the California Exchange, which were for the 
lirst time thrown open to the public on this ocea- 
sion. The rooms are spacious, well lighted. | 
fitted up in handsome stvle and admirably ad- 
apted to the purposes of a Library and Reading 
Room. The 


Library contains about fifteen 


hundred volumes, among which are many rare , 


and valuable works. This is a very fair com- 
mencement, and forms a nucleus around which 
volume upon volume will gather. In the ab- 
sence of all innocent amusements, and suitable 
places for our young men to spend their evenings 
rationally and profitably. the want of such an 
stitution has long been felt. We trust that the 
enterprise will not be suffered to languish but 
that it will be sustained by our citizens. 

Sailing vessels are daily leaving this port for 
Australia crowded with passengers, mostly mi- 
ners, who are leaving the California diggings for 
the new found El Dorado of the South Pacifie. 
The second of the new steam line recently. 
placed in this trade, the Pioneer of which, the 
Monumental city, sailed on the 5th ult. leaves 
shortly. 

The public feeling caused by the hurried 
abolishment of the Superior Court, by the 
Legislature, is reacting upon that body which 
will probably turn arourid and ignore its hasty 
action.

conclusion is that her detention is owing to some 
accident to her machinery.

In every 
portion of the State extensive preparations are 
making to develope, in the highest degree, the 
productive resources of our State. Thousands 
of acres are already prepared for raising grain 
and root crops. We regard this source of our 
prosperity as the safest and most reliable of any 
other. and every citizen must rejoice at its ra- 
pid and thorough development. | 

We revret that scenes of violence are of so eon- 
stant recurrence in various portions of the country. 
The villainous robber and murderer, Joaquin, 
with his gang are the terror-of the whole 
of the southern mining region. It is a settled 
fact that he is the leader of a thoroughly organ- 
ized band of desperadoes, and although he has 
been repeatedly seen and pursued, owing to the 
“aid and comfort’ he receives along his route, 
in the way of relays of fast horses, all attempts 
to take him have been fruitless. On the 19th 
ult. this lawless band entered a camp of China- 
men on the Calaveras, about two miles from 
Liberty Hall Ranch, and killed two or three of 
their number, and wounded another severely. 
The Mexicans then collected the Chinamen to- 
gether, and robbed them of several thousand 
They also entered a store, and carnied 
away such articles as they chose. 

Joaquin was formerly principal vaquero for 
Dr. Marsh, and a gentleman who knows him 
well, says that he must be aided by white men 
in his nefarious proceedings ; that he is “a poor, 
miserable, cowardly Mexican.” 

The Governor has offered a reward of $1000 
for his detection, which sum is however regard- 
ed by the parties in pursuit as entirely inade- 
quate to the purpose. 

A Mevxican was hung at San Andres on the. 
20th of February, who confessed that he was 
one of the party at Yankee Camp at the time 
the Americans attacked it, at which time he 
was wounded by two pistol balls. He said that 
Joaguin’s band extended as far as Shasta, and 
comprised in addition to Mexicans, some who 
speak Enzlish. It is estimated that not less 
than thirty persons have been murdered, and at 
least a hundred horses been stolen by this band 
in the space of one month. The following de- 
tailed account of the capture, confession and

Captain Ellis. of San Andres, having received 
imformation of the whereabduts of one of Joa- 
quin’s band, who had been badly wounded, 
went in search of him and found him in a little 
camp the other side of Angel's, named Los Mue- 
tos. He arrested and brought him to San An- 
dres, where a trial by the people was had. He 
was found guilty and executed. His body had 
been pierced in four places by pistol balls. He 
was of the party who killed the men at the 
Phenix Quartz Mill. Before he was run up this 
Mexican made a confession, which discovered 
a well organized banditti throughout the State. 
He was of Joaquin’s party, but not a conspieu- 
ous or leading member. His obligations con- 
fined him to a certain district, out of which he 
dare not travel. He was compelled to be in 
readiness at all times, and to turn out immedi- 
ately on receiving an order from any of his su- 
periors. He was also required to notice passing 
events, and to apprise the company of anything 
that transpired affecting their welfare. He was 
bound to shelter and protect any of the brethren 
who were in danger, to procure horses, and to 
assist them in their escape at all hazards, ren- 
dering all the aid and comfort to the band which 
lay in his power. Such a combination as this 
cannot easily be broken up, and it shows a de- 
gree of skilful generalship in the leaders greater 
than they have been given credit for. From 
this statement we can easily understand how 
Joaquin obtains his splendid animals. These 
agents know where the best horses are kept, 
make themselves familiar with the locality, 
andon the arrival of the band are uired to 
procure them forthwith. Thus they have al- 
ways fresh horses and generally the best in the 
country. The leaders of the band were Jda- 
quin, Claudio and Reiz. These were the party 
who killed the Sheriff of Yuba. Claudio having 
fired the shot. He was at Monterey when last 
heard trom, whither he had gone to drive cattle, 
Reiz is stil with Joaquin. 


It is to be hoped that this band of despera- 

does, with their daring leader, will all soon be 
arrested in their career of murder and rapine, 
and brought to justice. 
“ There have been several outrages committed 
by the Indian tribes north and south—trains at- 
tacked—mules stolen out of corrals and slaugh- 
tered for food by these famished creatures. _ 

A correspondent of the Sacramento Union writ- 
ing fromShasta gives an account of an attack made 
upon the trains of Mr. Archer and Mr. Horsley, 
in the vicinity of Sugar Loaf Mountain, forty 
miles above Shasta. A man named Owen was 
killed, and Mr. Archer lost his entire train of 
thirteen mules and one horse, with the goods 
they were packing. He was compelled to leave 
the body of Owen. Mr. Horsley escaped with 
only the wounding of several of his mules. It 
is stated that much anxiety is felt concerning 
the fate of several traina over due at Yreka.

AGRICULTURAL. 
MECHANICS OF FARM WORK. =» 


There are various ways in which the 
labor of farm work may be materially 
diminished. We now specify sundry 
modes, in a department of work unlike 
those already spoken of in previous arti- 
cles under this title. 

Whoever has regaled himself with a 
trip along Cape Cod, in’ the warm 
months of the year, will remember those 
long rows of wind-mills in some of the 
lower towns, and especially at Province- 
town. ‘They extend, according to our 
recollection, more than half a iile, at 
intervals of a few rods. A stranger to 
the industry of that region would won- 
der what could be their design. They 
are for pumping the salt watar of the 
harbor into their salt pans, for the manu- 
facture of salt. They extend their long 
arms Clear above the line of any thing 
else carthly, for nothing can grow on 
that desolate sand bank; and being 
shifted by suitable machinery to accomn- 
modate the various changes of the wind, 
both as to direction and force, they work 
at the time and the speed their overseers 
demand. ‘The attachment of these re- 
volving shafts to the piston of the pump 
is nothing but a crank, or in common 
parlance the shaft has a double elbow 
directly over the pump, to which the 
upper portion of the piston is attached. 
This mechanical contrivance forces the 
“idle wind” to do all this labor. 

Many a farmer might avail himself 
of this expedient in’ providing water for 
himeelf, his flocks, and his herds. His 
oldest son might make the huge arms, 
by way of amusement; and we are sure 
that the saving of cold, not to%say severe 
work, might also be quite agreeable to 
him. But there are other contrivances 
for this, often more available, and more 
economical. We refer to the Hydraulic 
Ram. We need not give a diagram of 
it, perhaps, for it is in almost every 
weekly sheet in the country. It is a con- 
trivance, eminently adapted, as it al- 
ways seemed to us, to get round the 
law of gravitation, or in other words, 
make water run up hill. This feat it 
accomplishes, in fact, and by a very 
simple process. Were we to try to talk 
scientifically upon it, we might say, that 
it makes itself efficient by taking advan- 
tage of the laws of dynamics in con- 
nection with statics, or by making run- 


ning water to exert an influence upon 


still water. Perhaps the principle in- 
volved may be made intelligible by this. 
A cubie foot of running water has a 
certain momentum. By leading it into 
pipes, with valves, this momentum may 
be communicated to still water in those 


pipes, in such a manner as to meet the

Many of ‘the latter 
resort to contrivance for carrying

‘narily walks. ‘This seems limited also 
to certain localities, though some 
places itis very common. It is more 
convenient in\ farming districts than in 
crowded cities. And we are here re- 
minded of a remark or two in relation 
to the modes of attaching quadrupeds, 
as well as bipeds, to their various bur- 
dens. Yokes are generally used for oxen 
and cows, and collars and breastplates 
for the horse kind. But we have seen

PRESSURE AGAINST WALLS. 


If a hill or mound is cut through, 
leaving the bank or terrace perpendicn- 
lar, «a wall may be required, to guard 
against an avalanche or slide. Should 
such an event happen, the amount of 
the loosened earth would vary, accord- 
ing to the nature of the soil. If it were 
loose and sandy, a greater amount 
would be detached than if it were a firm 
and strong soil. In both cases, however, 
the base line of the slide, so to speak, 
or technically, the line of the rupture, 
will be a straight line, and the angle 
formed by it and the perpendicular will 
range from 60 to 45 deg. The point of 
greatest pressure is at one third the 
height of the bank. 

If this wall is built with bricks, and 
the soil be clay, the thickness should be 
about one sixth its height. If of hewn 
stones, with smooth face on both sides, 
a little less. If the soil is gravel, the 
wall should be thicker by two or three 
percent. If the soil is sand, the wall 
must be nearly twice as thick as for clay. 
The upper half of the wall may dimin- 
ish in width, according to circumstan-

AGRICULTURE IN CANADA. 


The Cultivator for December, an 
article on this subject, writes thus of 
ploughs, and ploughing in that country: 

‘The first thing that would attract the 
attention of the American farmer, in 
travelling through the Canadas, is the 
strange, cumbrous,and seemingly unique 
appearance of the ploughs, which con- 
sist of a great variety of patters as do 
the ploughs of our country. These 
ploughs embrace all of the most im- 
proved English and Scotch patterns, 
with an almost endless number of mon- 
grels, built to gratify the tastes aud 
whims of the mixed race of people who 
inhabit that country. No patent laws 
exclude them from general use, and 
nevertheless almost every county, and 
sometimes even township, has a plough 
in general use, embodying distinct 
features from those in adjoining counties 
and townships. A Canadian plough is 
fully twice as long as an American, and 
they are constructed to turn a furrow 
from nine to twelve inches in width, and 
from six to nine inches in depth. They 
are supposed to be much easier in the 
draught than the American plough, and 
owing to the great length of the handles, 
are very easy to hold. At many of the 
State and county ploughing matches of 
this State, ploughs of a very similar 


pattern have entered the ranks for com: 


anism, and the amount of root crops,’ 


petition with American ploughs, and in 
some cases have won the palm and in 
others have failed. Those who haye 
witnessed these performances can 
appreciate the differance that exists be- 
tween the ploughs of the two countries, 
and can determine for themselves in 
which consists the superiority. 
Ploughing matches, conducted upon 
the most enlightened scale, are held 
every spring under the patronage of the 
county and township agricultural socie- 
ties, at which premiums ranging from 
$10 to $30 for the best specimen of 
work are awarded, including in the list 
some hundred or more dollars, divided 
into®%lasses under junior and senior de- 
partments. Those ploughing matches, 
embracing as they do some ten to fifteen 
in a*populous county, and occurring as 
they have done for the past ten to twenty 
years, have become instrumental in per- 
fecting a uniform practice in ploughing, 
that forms one of the most marked 
features of the agriculture under notice.

How vo Carrin.—tn all do- 
mestic animals, the skin or hide forms 
one of the best means by which to esti- 
mate their fattening properties. In the 
handling of oxen, if the hide be found 
soft and silky to the touch, it affords a 
proof of tendency to take meat. A 
beast having a perfect touch will havea 
thick, loose skin, floating, as it were, on 
a layer of soft fat, yielding to the slight- 
est pressure, and springing back towards 
the finger like a piece of soft leather.— 
Such a skin will be usually coveredyith 
an abundance of soft, glossy hair, feel- 
ing like a bed of moss, and hence it is 
ever termed a mossy skin. But a thick- | 
set, hard, short hair always handles hard, 
and indigates a hard feeder—W.  Y. 
Farmer. 

Aaron Beurr—aA headstone has at 
length been placed by some unknown 
hand, to mark the resting-place of Aaron 
Burr.
